CANADA YEAR BOOK 
FOR 1940 NOW READY 


The publication of the 1940 edition 
of the Canada Year Book published 
by authorization of the Fion, James 
A MacKinnon, Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, is announced by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. The 
Canada Year Book is the official 
statistical annual of the country 
and contains a thoroughly  up-to- 
date account of the natural resourc- 
es of the Dominion and their de- 
velopment, the history of the coun- 
try, its institutions, its demogrophy, 
the different branches of production, 
trade, transportation, financ2, edu- 
cation, etc.—in brief, a comprehen- 
sive study within the limits of a 
single volume of the social and ec- 
enomic condition of the Dominion. 
This new) edition has been thorough- 
ly revised throwzhout and includes in 
all its chapters the latest informa- 
tion available up to the date of go- 
ing to press, The 1940 Canada Year 
Book extends to over 1,200 pages, 
dealing with all phases of the na- 
tional life and more especially with 
those susceptible of statistical meas- 
urement, A statistical summary of 
the progress of Canada is includeJ 
in the introductory matter. This 
gives -a picture in figures of the re- 
markable progress which the coun- 
try has made since the first census 
of the Dominion was taken in 1871, 
sixty-eight years ago. Persons re- 
quiring the Year Book may ‘obtain 
it from the King’s Printer Ottawa, 
as long as the supply lasts, at the 
price of $1.50 which covers merely 
the cost of paper, printing, and 
binding. By a special concession, a 
limited numberof paper- bound cop- 
ies have been set aside for ministers 
of religion, bona fide students and

Canadian Minesweepers 


Six More Have Been Ordered At 


Cost Of $3,600,000 

Placing of a $3,600,000 order for 
six large steam-driven minesweepers 
for the Royal Canadian Navy was 
announced by Munitions Minister C. 
D. Howe. 

The six vessels, costing close to 
$600,000 each, will be built by Cana- 
dian Vickers. They are the same 
type as those presently being con- 
structed in Toronto and Vancouver.

Are Being Made This 
Same As Usual 


Christmas cards for 1940 will be 
available in England in as big a 
variety of design and price as usual, 
but next year they must not exceed 
three-fifth of an ounce in weight and 
6d. in price, says the London Daily 
Sketch. This is the effect of the 
Ministry of Supply order which came 
into force recently. It does not mean 
that the manufacture of greeting 
cards is to be banned. Erroneous in- 
terpretation of the order had createl 
considerable alarm in mid-Lancashire, 
biggest centre of Christmas card pro- 
duction in the country. “To cope 
with this season’s orders members of 
my Association have already made 
more than 10,000,000 personal cards
